NOTE: The evacuation of the environment and specified joint thickness are new issues that would require a new search 
and further consideration to determine the patentable nature thereof. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments provided are drawn to the newly 
amended claims and allege first and foremost that the thinner joint thickness provides a stronger bond. In light of the fact that the 
independent claim raises such new issues a new search and further consideration would be necessary. It does appear, however, that the 
newly amended claims in conjunciton with the arguments submittted would serve to better overcome the prior art of record than the 
previous set of claims. Experimental evidence which substaniates the applicant's allegations would even better serve to differentiate from 
the prior art of record. In particular experimental evidence showing the neccessity of the joint thickenss and taper in yielding satisfactory 
bonds. 
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
